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• RESIDENTS FEAR TRANSPORT SHAKE-UP WILL CUT THEM OFF FROM SHOPS AND SERVICES 

Save our bus service

TRANSPORT chiefs have come under fire 
from angry bus users in Fulham who fear 
they will be cut off from schools, shops 
and surgeries if sweeping changes to the 
424 service are followed through. 

Sands End residents reacted furiously as it 
emerged last week that Transport for London is con¬ 
sidering changes to the route. 

London Weekly News understands that the service 
- which currently runs all the way from Craven Cot¬ 
tage through Peterborough Road to Putney High 
Street - will no longer stop at Bagleys Lane, 
Pearscroft Road, Broughton Road and Byam Street, 
under imminent TfL proposals. 

Indications are that Sands End shoppers would 
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also be cut off from the Sainsbury’s store on Town- 
mead Road as well as Putney High Street itself, 
with the bus terminating in Wandsworth town cen¬ 
tre instead. 

TfL says it is in the “early stages” of a review into 
the route and insists that no decisions have yet been 
made. But bus users in Sands End are already up 
in arms about any changes to the service, which 
they regard as an essential link. 

Fulham resident Lesley Schwartz said the most 
vulnerable people in the community would be af¬ 


fected if the reported proposals were approved. 

“The proposed changes would impact many lives 
in the local community, particularly the elderly, the 
disabled and families with children,” she said. 
“Many of these people rely on this service and its 
current route.” 

Mrs Schwartz pointed out that the bus currently 
stops near to seven sheltered housing complexes, 
including five in Sands End, which enable older 
residents to enjoy their independence on a daily 
basis.

“With no 424 bus route the impact would see an 
increase in social services care packages for the eld¬ 
erly and disabled, as the distance would be too great 
for them to have any independence,” she added. 
“This bus route is a vital access to amenities, such as 
GP surgeries, schools, shopping centres and hospi¬ 
tals, as well as providing links to other buses and un¬ 
derground facilities.” 

Local councillors are also stepping up the fight to 
save Sands End’s precious bus service and have al¬ 
ready launched a petition calling for TfL to “abandon 
these poorly thought out proposals”. 

Councillor Robert Largan, one of three ward 
members representing Sands End, said: “As someone 
who uses the bus myself, I believe it is important that 
Sands End keeps its bus service. 

“The 424 is the only bus that goes directly through 
Sands End. A large number of residents rely on it to 
get to the big Sainsbury’s on Townmead Road or to 
Putney High Street to do their shopping. 

“The response to the petition has been overwhelm¬ 
ing. I hope that Transport for London listens to local

Young Londoners a force for good 


T HE Mayor of London hailed the 
latest milestone for the Team Lon¬ 
don Young Ambassadors pro¬ 
gramme last week when he announced 
that 1,000 schools across the capital have 
signed up in just two years, and over 
190,000 young Londoners have become 
active citizens in their local community 
by taking part in the programme. 

Pupils and teachers visited City Hall on Mon¬ 
day, 8 June, to meet the Mayor and celebrate the 
programme’s milestone. 

Team London Young Ambassadors is the Mayor 
of London’s youth volunteering programme and is 
inspiring young Londoners to engage in social ac¬ 
tion, both in their school and the local community. 
One in three London schools is now participating, 
with the programme on target to reach 2,500 
schools by 2017. 

Supported by Unilever and Spirit of 2012, and 
delivered in partnership with Free The Children, 
over 190,000 Londoners aged 5-18 have partici¬ 
pated since the programme launched in 2013. 
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Young people from 
every borough have 
taken part in events 
and projects focusing 
on a variety of issues 
including food waste 
and poverty, the envi¬ 
ronment, homeless¬ 
ness, gardening, 
community spirit, bul¬ 
lying and friendship. 

The Mayor of Lon¬ 
don, Boris Johnson, 
said: “This is a hugely 
exciting milestone for 
Team London. The 
Young Ambassadors 
programme is a fantas¬ 
tic way for young Lon¬ 
doners to get involved 
and lead on issues they 
care about. With 1,000 
schools signed up in 
just two years, almost 200,000 young people from 
across the capital are taking social action and being 
active citizens in their local community and in their 


schools. It is a great achievement and I look for¬ 
ward to the programme being rolled out to 2,500 
schools by 2017.” 

Recent initiatives include volunteering at the 
Oasis Community Farm Waterloo, which saw 
young Londoners from Oasis Academy Johanna 
take part in food and plant growing, helping to 
educate them about the advantages of living in a 
cleaner, greener and more sustainable commu¬ 
nity. Pupils from Jo Richardson School took part 
in Free The Children’s We Are Silent campaign 
and marched in silence to City Hall to stand up 
for those whose voices are not heard as a result 
of issues ranging from bullying and racism to 
child labour and gender inequality. 

Building on the volunteering legacy of the 
2012 Games, the Young Ambassadors pro¬ 
gramme forms part of the wider work of the 
Mayor’s Team London volunteering programme, 
which has seen almost 90,000 Londoners help 
out across the capital over the last three years. 

Senior advisor to the Mayor of London, Veron¬ 
ica Wadley, said: “Volunteering through the Team 
London Young Ambassadors programme is a 
great way for young people to understand more 


about the communities they live in, and I’m de¬ 
lighted that the programme has now reached and 
inspired hundreds of thousands of young Lon¬ 
doners. As well as volunteering, the programme 
helps young people to develop an awareness of 
the world around them and gives them the oppor¬ 
tunity to lead on projects to tackle issues they 
care about, which will help them develop valu¬ 
able citizenship skills for the future.” 

Marc Kielburger, co-founder of Free The Chil¬ 
dren, said: “Today’s generation of young people 
have the power to create and lead real systematic 
change and we are thrilled to have delivered the 
Team London Young Ambassadors programme 
to 1,000 schools across the capital.

residents and that they will rethink 
their proposals.” 

Chelsea and Fulham MP Greg 
Hands said: “I believe it is vital that 
Sands End should continue to have 
a bus service and that the route 
should still reach Putney High 
Street. Pensioners who rely on the 
424 for their shopping and other 
local residents who rely on this 
route to go to work would be left 
without an option by these proposed 
changes. 

“Accordingly, I believe that 
Transport for London should recon¬ 
sider these poorly thought out pro¬ 
posals and I intend to make a 
submission to the consultation as 
soon as it opens.” 

TfL is yet to set out specific pro¬ 
posals for the future of the service 
but a spokesman confirmed that a 
review is underway. 

Peter Bradley, TfL’s head of con¬ 
sultation, said: “We are constantly 
reviewing London’s bus network to 
ensure we continue to meet the 
needs of our customers. 

“We are at the early stages of re¬ 
viewing route 424 but no decision 
has been made, at this stage, on the 
specific changes that we will pro¬ 
pose. Any changes to a bus route 
will be the subject of a full public 
consultation, enabling local resi¬ 
dents and councillors to have their 
say.”

Housing fraud 
blitz nets £3m 

A CRACKDOWN on housing fraud 
in Hammersmith and Fulham has 
seen almost £3million returned to 
the public purse, according to coun¬ 
cil chiefs. 

Detailed analysis of tenancy 
records carried out by council offi¬ 
cers flagged up more than 600 prop¬ 
erties that were later targeted in a 
series of investigations. 

During the campaign, a total of 
129 illegally-occupied social hous¬ 
ing properties were recovered and 
re-allocated to families, and 
£2.8million was secured. 

“We are making significant 
progress fighting fraud in the hous¬ 
ing sector,” said Councillor Lisa 
Homan, cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing. “These fraudsters are not only 
stealing from taxpayers but also di¬ 
verting scarce resources that should 
be supporting families most in need. 
That is why we have made it a pri¬ 
ority to stop them.”

BBC buildings 
sale set to spark 
business growth

A REGENERATED business 
complex is poised to replace 
the BBC’s ‘Media Village’ in 
White City after the corpora¬ 
tion confirmed the sale of the 
site. 

The BBC is selling off four acres 
of land and the lease of six buildings 
as part of plans to drastically reduce 
its property footprint. 

Three of the buildings will con¬ 
tinue to be occupied by BBC staff but 
the remaining three - White City 
One, Media Centre and Garden 
House - will be fully refurbished and 
put on the market next year. 

Around 600,000 sq ft of business 
space will be opened up as part of a 
wider regeneration of White City. 

The revitalised area, designed to 
encourage growing businesses and 
retailers into the borough, will be 
known as ‘White City Place’. 

The corporation says the sale will 
deliver a “thriving and lively urban 
business environment, which will be

attractive to a wide range of creative 
industries”. Developer Stanhope Pic 
and Japanese firm Mitsui Fudosan 
have agreed a deal to take on the proj¬ 
ect. 

David Camp, Stanhope’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “White City Place will 
become the commercial heart to 
White City. Together with Television 
Centre, we will be delivering close to 
two million square feet of office 
space and nearly 1,000 new homes 
over the next five years. 

“Alongside the BBC studios and 
Soho House at Television Centre, the 
John Lewis store, opening 2018, and 
the Imperial West campus on Wood 
Lane, White City is fast becoming the 
place to be.” 

Hideto Yamada, managing director 


at Mitsui Fudosan, added: “The 
White City opportunity area covers 
110 hectares, which will see a signif¬ 
icant and exciting amount of devel¬ 
opment come to fruition over the 
coming years, ensuring a full trans¬ 
formation of the area. 

“White City Place will be designed 
to appeal to young and growing busi¬ 
nesses and retailers, creating a fresh 
and vibrant business destination in 
west London.” 

The ‘Media Village’ deal will also 
ensure £33million of annual savings 
for the BBC, under terms agreed with 
the developers. And BBC chiefs say 
the latest sale will mean the corpora¬ 
tion’s property footprint has been re¬ 
duced by 40 per cent sine 1998. 

Anne Bulford, the BBC’s manag¬ 
ing director of finance and opera¬ 
tions, said: “The BBC is determined 
to work out of the minimum number 
of buildings possible whilst still rep¬ 
resenting the audience it serves. 

“Today’s announcement is an ex¬ 
cellent deal for licence fee payers. We 
will now save £75million a year from 
prudent property management, mean¬ 
ing even more of the licence fee will 
go on what matters most to our audi¬ 
ence - the programmes they love.” 


Beer can clues help 
police trace burglar 

A BUNGLING burglar has been jailed after po¬ 
lice found traces of his DNA on beer cans he left 
at the crime scene. 

Michael Gut, from Shepherd's Bush, was 
given a two-year sentence for a series of bur¬ 
glaries in Hammersmith and Fulham between 
January 2013 and November 2014. 

Gut, who was sentenced at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court last Monday (June 8th), pleaded 
guilty to stealing property worth around 
£80,000 in total. 

Two properties in Loftus Road and another 
in Ravenscourt Gardens were targeted, before 
a police investigation led to Gut's arrest in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Officers were able to track down the serial of¬ 
fender after DNA was discovered on discarded 
beer cans left in two of the gardens he burgled. 

Victims found the cans of high-strength Pol¬ 
ish lager after Gut had fled the scene. 

A subsequent investigation linked Gut to an 
additional attempted burglary in Newham, as 
well as further incidents outside London. 

Detective Constable Robert Rodak, from the 
Hammersmith and Fulham priority crime unit, 
said: "With support from our colleagues in 
Newham, we gathered strong forensic evi¬ 
dence to present before the courts. 

"Gut's conviction and jail term will serve as a 
stark reminder to other opportunist burglars 
that we will use every resource to bring them 
to justice." 

A search of Gut's previous address in 
Newham uncovered more than 100 stolen 
items. A stash of PlayStation games consoles, 
video cameras, high-value pens and items of 
jewellery worth in the region of £80,000 were 
found. 

DC Rodak added:"Fortunately for the victims 
in this matter we have been able to reunite 
them with a majority of the stolen property, 
some of which holds significant sentimental 
value. One cufflink collection alone that Gut 
stole is worth approximately £1,200. We will 
make every effort to recover and restore stolen 
goods to their rightful owners." 

Survey asks: how 
safe do you feel? 

A MAJOR crime survey has been launched 
across Hammersmith and Fulham as part of a 
bid to tackle anti-social behaviour in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Residents are being encouraged to share 
their views on the police and other crime pre¬ 
vention services. 

The survey has been organised by Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham Council, which says prevent¬ 
ing crime is a top priority. 

Councillor Michael Cartwright, the council's 
cabinet member for crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour, said: "This survey will enable the coun¬ 
cil, the police and other key organisations to 
gain a better understanding of crime in the 
borough so that we can make life as safe and 
pleasant for residents as possible." 

The survey, which is available on the coun¬ 
cil's website until July 10th, will give residents 
the chance to tell councillors how safe they feel 
in the borough and share their own ideas for 
preventing crime.

RETAIL outlet SportsDirect.com has opened its 
new store in Shepherd's Bush, creating 28 new 
jobs for the borough.

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So far sew good for 
charity knitting bid 


CHARITY knitters in Barons Court 
are preparing to take part in an un¬ 
usual challenge inspired by Nelson 
Mandela. 

Community leaders at the Barons 
Court Project - a drop-in centre sup¬ 
porting the borough’s homeless and 
mentally ill - hope to knit dozens of 
winter blankets for rough sleepers 
and are calling on residents for their 
support. The project was inspired by 
the world record attempt in Pretoria, 
South Africa, earlier this year, where 
a patchwork of 21,000 blankets was 
laid to honour Nelson Mandela, the 
nation’s anti-apartheid leader. 

Communities from six different 
countries each knitted 67 blankets - 
one for each year Mandela spent in 
public service - before volunteers 
worked through the night to patch 
them together for the remarkable dis¬ 
play. 

Now the initiative is being brought 
closer to home, with dozens more 
blankets to be knitted at the Barons 
Court Project on Talgarth Road ahead 
of Mandela Day on July 18th. 

Project Manager Michael Angus, 
who spent eight years heading a char¬ 
ity in South Africa, said he was 
moved by the images from Pretoria in 
April and set out to recreate some¬ 
thing similar in west London. 

“The project took off in South 
Africa, with people from all walks of 
life getting involved knitting or cro¬ 
cheting squares and making blan¬ 
kets,” said Mr Angus. 

“In all they laid out 21,000 blan¬ 


kets in front of the Union Building in 
Pretoria.” 

Mr Angus said the knitting scheme 
here in Hammersmith and Fulham 
would provide a meaningful and ther¬ 
apeutic activity for users of the 
Barons Court Project, while also pro¬ 
ducing a stock of warming winter 
blankets to be distributed to the 
homeless later this year. 

“I had the idea to get involved after 
one of our previous service users, 
who had been homeless for many 
years, nearly gave up his flat as he 
was struggling to pay the heating 
costs,” he said. “The project fits per¬ 
fectly with our aims as a charity to 
help homeless people and people with 
mental health issues.” 

The drop-in centre is seeking 
members of the community to lend a 
hand by knitting or crocheting 
squares, 20cm by 20cm in size, to be 
sewn together to make blankets. 

Mr Angus added: “We could also 
use donations of wool and knitting 
needles - and if there are people who 
would like to come and volunteer to 
knit with our service users that would 
be even better. It could make for a 
great community event.” 

The centre needs to collect all knit¬ 
ted squares by the end of June so the 
blankets can be counted in time for 
Mandela Day on July 18th. But the 
project will continue into winter to 
provide blankets for the borough’s 
homeless people. Contributions can

S HORTLY before Christmas 
the government announced 
that it would deliver another 
funding cut to Hammersmith and 
Fulham Council - this year that 
amounts to a real terms reduction 
in our budget of over ten per cent. 

On taking office last year my fellow 
Labour councillors and I cut our special re¬ 
sponsibility allowances (our pay) by 10 per 
cent and cancelled hundreds of thousands 
of pounds being wasted on council-pro¬ 
duced magazines and lamp post vanity 
banners - which often portrayed leading 
Conservative councillors. 

By the time of our first full budget in 
February we had made £24 million of the 
£71 million of spending reductions we need 
to make to balance the books over this four- 
year term. 

We had inherited proposals to: introduce 
an immediate 14.7 per cent hike in parking 
charges; to increase over 500 council 
charges by much more than inflation; and 
to freeze council tax. We do not believe 
stealth taxing residents is the right way to 
go so we used the savings we had made to 
freeze parking charges, abolish home care 
charges for disabled and elderly residents 
and cut meals on wheels prices by 33 per 
cent. We have frozen the vast majority of 
council charges and are the only council in 
London to cut council tax this year. 

My colleagues and I are determined to 


protect services residents need and care 
about. To do that we need to modernise 
much of the way the council works, making 
it more innovative and more business-like. 

Zero-based service reviews are one new 
initiative we introduced which seeks to 
reinvent established services. We’re al¬ 
ready finding more efficient ways different 
departments and different organisations 
can work together to save money and in 
many cases improve results. 

Being more business-like also means 
raising commercial revenue like a busi¬ 
ness. We’ve created a new cabinet position 
for commercial revenue which has the spe¬ 
cific brief of generating significant 
amounts of money from the market. We’re 
hiring a new commercial director too who, 
as well as generating new funds, will also 
save money on better procurement of the 
goods and services the council relies on. 

I have always believed that government 
needs to operate at the highest standards 
of efficiency. It’s right that Hammersmith 
and Fulham Council takes a more modern, 
innovative commercial approach. I’ll let 
you know how we get on.

War hero’s story 
told for the first 
time in 100 years 


A FULHAM soldier’s per¬ 
sonal war story has been 
published for the first time 
as part of the National 
Army Museum’s First 
World War commemora¬ 
tions. 

Lance Corporal Val Lander’s 
tale is told on the museum’s 
website, ‘First World War in 
Focus’, marking 100 years since 
his death at the Battle of Aubers 
Ridge in Artois, France. 

LCpl Lander was just 21 
years old when he died and his 
body was never found. But the 
museum hopes to keep his mem¬ 
ory alive online. 

A fascinating collection of his 
personal effects - including 
medals, photographs and letters 
- has been presented to shine a 
light on LCpl Lander’s experi¬ 
ence of the war. 

Lander was one of 160 men 
from the 1/13th Princess 
Louise’s Kensington Battalion 
of the London Regiment who 
lost their lives during the bloody 
battle at Aubers Ridge in May 
1915. 

Born in February 1894, the

second of six children, Lander 
and his family moved to Fulham 
Park Gardens where he was 
raised before a further move, to 
Shepherd’s Bush, as a 16-year- 
old. 

He enlisted in Kensington 
soon after the outbreak of war 
and rose to the rank of lance cor¬ 
poral in early 1915. His life was 
cut short during an attack on the 
German line at Aubers Ridge, 
where 423 Kensington troops 
were either killed or wounded. 
His body was never found.

Later that year, Lander was 
awarded the Star medal for brav¬ 
ery, as well as the British War 
Medal - both of which are in¬ 
cluded in the online collection. 

The unique resource also in¬ 
cludes a letter sent from the War 
Office to Lander’s father, in¬ 
forming him of his son’s hero¬ 
ism. 

“Personal accounts like this 
one are being unveiled each 
month as part of the ‘Soldiers’ 
Stories’ series,” said a 
spokesman for the museum. 
“They piece together the devel¬ 
opment of the war from the point 
of view of those directly in¬ 
volved - 100 years later. 

“The National Army Museum 
hopes that in sharing these per¬ 
sonal stories, the human scale 
and impact of ‘The Great War’ 
can be better felt and under¬ 
stood. The website is a unique 
resource that will help commit 
the events of 100 years ago to 
the country’s national memory 
in one central place.”

This was followed by a 
reception in the Mayor’s Parlour 
hosted by the Mayor, Cllr Robert 
Freeman, and the Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber for Voluntary Organisations 
and Resident Engagement, Cllr 
Gerard Hargreaves, at which 
many volunteers joined in the 
celebrations. Commenting at the 
launch, Cllr Hargreaves said: “I 
am delighted to see so many peo¬ 


ple at the launch of Team Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea. We want as 
many organisations as possible 
to be aware not only of the op¬ 
portunities on offer in the bor¬ 
ough to spread the word of 
volunteering but also to network 
amongst themselves and also get 
to know the people at the Volun¬ 
teer Centre who will be working 
closely with Team Kensington 
and Chelsea. 

“We live and work in a won¬ 
derful part of London. Volunteer¬ 
ing is a way to not only help 
maintain this but also to put 
something back and get some¬ 
thing else out of the opportuni¬ 
ties that living in central London 
present.”

brakes on “The Piccadilly Crew” of wealthy for¬ 
eigners who spend more than £20,000 to import 
their supercars so that they can illegally race on 
the streets of Knightsbridge, Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

“Each year a large number of supercars such 
as Ferraris or Lamborghinis, owned by wealthy 
individuals in the Middle East, are flown to Lon¬ 
don,” said a spokeswoman for Lady Borwick. “It 
usually costs in excess of £20,000 to fly the cars 
over - and they only stay in London for a matter 
of weeks while the heat in the Middle East 
reaches its summer peak. 

“The cars regularly come to the attention of the 
Metropolitan Police Service due to incorrect reg¬ 
istration plates and insurance, or parking regula¬ 
tion breaches. Other foreign-national supercar 
drivers have also been accused of dangerous 
driving and driving while under the influence of 
drink or drugs. Local residents in areas such as 
Knightsbridge also regularly complain that some 
drivers behave in an anti-social manner, treating 
the area as their own personal racetrack.” 

Lady Borwick said: “Local residents are often 
blighted during the summer months by drivers in 
supercars who behave in an anti-social way, and 
have complete disregard for the rules of the road. 
As we approach the summer, when the majority 
of these instances happen, I want to know what 
more can the Met do to crack down on drivers 
using some areas of London as their own per¬ 
sonal race course. 

“I also want to know if the Met have the pow¬ 
ers they need to tackle foreign national drivers 
who ship their incredibly expensive supercars to 
London for the summer months and drive in an 
anti-social way, often with the wrong or no insur¬ 


ance. There are multiple examples of the police 
seizing supercars worth in excess of £400,000 be¬ 
cause of drivers having no insurance or insurance 
which doesn’t cover such a powerful car.” 

Playboy racers from Quatar, Saudi Arabia, the 
United Arab Emirates and Kuwait have been 
summer holidaying in central London for some 
years as temperatures in their homelands rise to 
an uncomfortable 45C. 

Knightsbridge, Kensington and Chelsea resi¬ 
dents have complained to police that the play¬ 
boys create a din revving their £500,000 
supercars and speeding through areas like Sloane 
Street at 4am after leaving Mayfair clubs. 

Many also show complete disregard for where 
they park, leaving their cars on double yellow 
lines as parking fines are no deterrent to the 
multi-millionaires. Westminster Council has re¬ 
vealed that parking fines for cars registered in the 
United Arab Emirates have doubled in recent 
years and total more than £55,000 a year. 

Lady Borwick is now to plan steps for the 
crackdown on the Piccadilly Crew with the Met’s 
Borough Commander of Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

“The Mayor agreed with Victoria that the Met 
should take this issue seriously and Sir Bernard 
said they will be hot on the heels of these boy rac¬ 
ers and ‘there is no place for them on the streets 
of London’”, said her spokesman. “The police 
can impound cars which are uninsured or fail the 
requirements of the Road Traffic Act. Unfortu¬ 
nately financial sanctions are not always a deter¬ 
rent for the Piccadilly Crew, as these boy racers 
are called. Therefore the Met are now examining 
anti-social behaviour legislation to see if this can 
be applied.”

Horticulturalists say avocado trees cannot be grown 
to full height and to bear edible fruit in the UK as the 
climate is too cold for the plant which usually grows 
in Mexico, California and Southern Spain. At best in 
Britain, it can be grown as a houseplant. 

But Mrs Joseph, who is not a keen gardener, has 
beaten the odds as the proud owner of a 25-foot, fruit- 
bearing tree in the garden of her flat. 

“Back in around 1988 I ate an avocado which tasted 
so beautiful that on a whim I decided to plant the seed 
in my garden,” said Mrs Joseph. 

Didn't expect it 
to bear fruit 

“I didn’t expect it to grow, let alone grow into a 25- 
foot-tall tree, and I certainly didn’t expect it to bear 
fruit. I haven’t fertilized it or given it any special com¬ 
post or care, I just let it grow. 

“In 2008, during gale force winds, it got chopped in 
half, and I thought it would have died. 

“But it survived the snow, frost and all the seasons, 
the leaves remained lush and green all year round. It 
has been bearing fruit for a number of years but the 
fruit was never able to mature before. 

“But this year the tree has survived the whole of 
winter again and last week I was able to pick six ripe 
pears. They are delicious. 

“I’m not a keen gardener and I’ve had no previous 
knowledge about growing avocados, so I’m very sur¬ 
prised that it’s happened in the heart of Ladbroke 
Grove.”

that it could not be done. 

TV gardener and author Helen Yemm advises her 
many followers not to expect to be able to grow their 
own salad pears. 

In her gardening column in The Daily Telegraph she 
wrote: “A carefully-sprouted avocado stone has the 
potential to make a handsome, large-leafed house- 
plant with a woody trunk, although it will most cer¬ 
tainly not achieve its natural height - which is 
20ft-plus - nor will you get a crop of avocados.” 


Now Mrs Joseph is hoping that her miracle tree will 
survive a threat worse than the weather. 

“In the next few years our block of flats are to be 
demolished and new flats built on the site. I’m hoping 
that they will be able to build the new flats around my 
avocado tree,” she said.

Chelsea must be part of 
the next tube revolution 

We must bring Crossrail 2 to Chelsea, says Leader of 
the Council, Cllr Nick Paget-Brown 

T H London Underground was 
and is pivotal to London’s 
growth and prosperity. 

It meant the urban poor were able to 
travel to work cheaply. It meant families 
were able to move out a little, to where they 
could afford two rooms rather than one. It 
meant the end of gruelling daily walks to 
and from the workplace in all weathers. It 
meant children being 
able to see trees and 
fields. It led to the devel¬ 
opment of our glorious 
suburbs and it also led to 
a less stratified society 
with people of all classes 
travelling together on the 
same trains. 

In other words, the Lon¬ 
don Underground was a 
revolution and now Lon¬ 
don is poised on the brink 
of another. The tun¬ 
nelling for Crossrail 1 is 
now complete. The tun¬ 
nelling for Crossrail 2 
could start as soon as 2017. There is al¬ 
ready talk of Crossrail 3. The Crossrail 
revolution is coming. The question is: will 
Chelsea be part of it? 

Personally I hope the answer will be a 
very big yes. 

It will be great for the more than half of 
residents without cars who rely on public 
transport. It will be great for the thou¬ 
sands of residents in the west of Chelsea 
who are a long walk from Sloane Square. 

And it will be great too for our traffic con¬ 
gestion and our awful air quality, which 
will never be sorted out without really good 
public transport alternatives. 


My message is: 
don't buy these 
claims; instead 
investigate the 
proposals for 
yourself, participate 
in the upcoming 
consultation, ask 
questions, and then 
decide 


But most of all it will be great for connect¬ 
ing those who want to travel further afield. 

With a Crossrail 2 station on the King’s 
Road they could be at St Pancras in less 
than ten minutes. From there it could be 
onto HS1 and the continent, from Totten¬ 
ham Court Road it could be onto Crossrail 
1 for Heathrow or for the new Old 
Oak/Park Royal station where they could 
catch the HS2. 

HS2 will carry them to 
Birmingham in 40 min¬ 
utes and then on, at 250 
miles an hour, to the 
“Northern Powerhouse” 
cities of Sheffield, Leeds, 
Manchester and New¬ 
castle. 

Investigate 

They could be in Glas¬ 
gow and Edinburgh by 
lunchtime, unless that 
is, they are stuck on a 
bus in a traffic jam on 
the King’s Road. 

However it must be 
said that not everyone in 
Chelsea feels quite so positively about 
Crossrail 2 and unfortunately some claims 
are being made that just aren’t true: one 
such example is that the King’s Road sta¬ 
tion will be as big as “Westfield”, or “five 
times the size of Peter Jones”; another is 
that the construction process will be like 
“suffering the blitz.” 

My message is: don’t buy these claims; in¬ 
stead investigate the proposals for yourself, 
participate in the upcoming consultation, 
ask questions, and then decide.

New base for care services 

THE Royal Borough’s Cabinet has approved plans to 
refurbish and modernise the former Kensington & 
Chelsea College building at Maxilla Walk in North 
Kensington to provide a new base for adult social care 
services and voluntary organisations. 

Once complete, the extensively remodelled and re¬ 
furbished building will be home to the Learning Dis¬ 
ability Day Service and two mental health day 
services. It will also provide high quality lettable of¬ 
fice and meeting room space for voluntary organisa¬ 
tions and some new council accommodation as well.

Blood on the tracks: residents 
unite to fight Crossrail2 plans

IT was standing room only in 
Chelsea Town Hall when 300 defi¬ 
ant residents packed a meeting to 
fight plans for a Crossrail2 station 
on the King’s Road - a station op¬ 
posed by almost 70 per cent of 
Chelsea. 

The inaugural meeting of the Chelsea 
Residents’ Association - held just 150 
metres away from the site which, if Trans¬ 
port for London and Kensington and 
Chelsea Royal Borough Council have 
their way, will house the “leviathan” of a 
station - saw tempers flare as its commit¬ 
tee laid out their lengthy and angry case 
against a multi-billion pound project that 
opponents say will “change the face of 
Chelsea forever”. 

Residents were warned that there was 
only “an 18-month window” during 
which their action could see the plan 
halted. 

“Feudal landlords” and the council 
came in for harsh criticism as the commu¬ 
nity rallied together to co-ordinate oppo¬ 
sition to the station which they claim “the 
people of Chelsea... do not want” - and 
to restore the King’s Road to its rightful 
place as “the envy of the world”. 

Chelsea Fire Station has been named 
by TfL and the council as the preferred lo¬ 
cation for what has been dubbed the 
“Crossrail Cathedral”, with the £27 bil¬ 
lion line set to plough through the King’s 
Road on its way from Clapham Junction 
to Victoria. 

However, residents spearheading the 
grassroots campaign accused the council 
of performing a “complete volte face” on 
previously-agreed plans for a site in West 
Chelsea near the Cremorne Estate and 
misleading residents for the sake of an 
“extravagant and wasteful scheme”. 

It was revealed that “only 32 per cent” 
of residents had backed the proposals for 
a station on the fire station site when con¬ 
sulted by the council, with the rest calling 
for no station at all or one in the west. 

Residents’ Association treasurer John 
Hicks said: “There is no proposed re¬ 
placement for the closed fire station 
within this area. This would be the second 
fire station closure in the south side of the 
borough and the view of your council 
seems to be to let Chelsea burn.” 

Association co-chair Dr Gordon Taylor 
said the council “want more business 
rates... and they’re not looking after our 
environment from that point of view”. 

Mr Hicks, Dr Taylor and their col¬ 
leagues - co-chair Chris Lenon and sec¬ 
retary Gillespie Robertson - hit out 
against last year’s “flawed” council con¬ 
sultation and painted a grim picture of the 
“12 years of misery” the construction of 
a station would bring to the cherished 
“village atmosphere” of the area. 

Dr Taylor - blasted as the leader of a 
“politburo” by the council’s transport and 
planning tsar councillor Tim Coleridge, 
who himself was shouted down as he 
tried to address the meeting - warned that 
Crossrail2’s “mass transit system” would 
be “totally different in order of magnitude 
from the Underground lines that we 
have”. 

The lone voice of dissent came from 
councillor Coleridge - the borough’s 
transport and planning supremo - who 
was driven to shouting over the commit¬ 


tee’s booming microphones after his at¬ 
tempts to contribute to the discussion 
were ignored by Dr Taylor. 

Dr Taylor warned councillor Coleridge 
- seated in the front row - that they were 
not hosting “a meeting where we’re going 
to debate with the councillor here”. 

He added: “If the council want to put 
their point across they can organise their 
own meeting. This isn’t the time for it.” 

Nevertheless councillor Coleridge - 
who represents the Hans Town ward 
alongside Council Leader Nick Paget- 
Brown - waited patiently with his hand in 
the air as the committee solicited ques¬ 
tions from the floor. But Dr Taylor com¬ 
pletely ignored councillor Coleridge, 
even when no other audience contribu¬ 
tions were forthcoming. Eventually, the 
councillor got to his feet to address the 
crowd and said: “The politburo here are 
going to deny me the chance to speak!” 

His interjection was as good as over 
before it had even begun - with a defiant 
Dr Taylor leading a choms of opprobrium 
against the Old Etonian. 

He and many other members of the au¬ 
dience told councillor Coleridge to “sit 
down”, adding: “this is a residents’ meet¬ 
ing, not a council meeting.” 

The council cabinet member has in re¬ 
cent weeks described elements of the 
anti-Crossrail campaign as “complete and 
utter nonsense” - and said that local hos¬ 
pitals are “begging” for the scheme to go 
ahead... despite claims from the residents’ 
association that the station construction 
would delay the long-awaited renovation 
of the Brompton Hospital. 


Dr Taylor said that the 30 trains per 
hour in each direction - each 250 metres 
long and carrying up to 1,500 people - 
will “in one hour... swamp anything that 
Sloane Square can do”. 

He added: “In one hour in Chelsea you 
could get 72,000 people deposited in the 
King’s Road station. Compare that to 
what we have at Sloane Square today... 
52,000 people in an 18-hour day.” 

Drawing unfavourable comparisons 
with Oxford Street that would be repeated 
time and time throughout the evening, Dr 
Taylor said: “You don’t have to be a ge¬ 
nius to work out that if those people 
flooded in those numbers it would com¬ 
pletely change the character of shopping 
in the King’s Road.” 

TfL have told campaigners in Chelsea 
that work to determine passenger flow is 
still ongoing - which led Dr Taylor’s co¬ 
chair Chris Lenon to ask: “Why spend 
£1.2 billion on something when you don’t 
know how many people are going to use 
it?” 

It is estimated that up to 120,000 extra 
shoppers will descend on Oxford Street 
every day as a direct consequence of the 
new Crossrail station at Tottenham Court 
Road - but extra footfall was merely one 
of many adverse effects of the “nexus of 
huge development around the station” 
outlined at the meeting. 

The Residents’Association’s arsenal of 
evidence - gleaned from freedom of in¬ 
formation requests, visits to Crossrail 
sites and correspondence with other 
groups affected by construction in Soho 
and Spitalfields - laid out the years of 


major upheaval the association claimed 
the project would cause for the hundreds 
of concerned locals in attendance. 

Mr Lenon said that despite one of the 
primary aims of Crossrail2 being the re¬ 
duction of congestion, over eight years of 
construction would have an almost en¬ 
tirely negative impact. 

The effects of the part closure of the 
section of the King’s Road to Sydney 
Street for a minimum of two years and a 
reduction to single lane traffic for five 
years, the diversion of bus routes to the 
Fulham Road, the closure of roads across 
the area to install grouting shafts, and the 
night-time removal of a total of 300,000 
tonnes of waste would have the opposite 
effect, he argued - and cause even more 
congestion. He suggested that this flew in 
the face of the council’s stated aim to “to 
connect our borough in minutes with key 
destinations, to galvanise the appeal of 
this commercial and cultural hub, to pro¬ 
mote the retail offer around the station... 
and to dramatically reduce congestion 
and pollution”. 

Mr Lenon said: “Given that the next 
station on this line is Clapham Junction, 
and then Tooting and Wimbledon, I don’t 
think many of the people who drive up 
and down that road down there during the 
day come from Tooting and Wimbledon 
- so how is it actually going to reduce any 
congestion? Do we need better rail con¬ 
nections if it completely changes the 
character of Chelsea?” 

Congestion would be just one element 
of what Mr Hicks called the “non-stop ca¬ 
cophony of noise and vibration” caused 
by both the construction of the station and 
its retail precinct and the line itself - an 
ordeal for which he claimed many resi¬ 
dents would receive no compensation. 

It was also claimed that 331 listed 
buildings both in and around TfL’s safe¬ 
guarded route for the line will require 
constant monitoring - with some set to be 
demolished as a result of compulsory pur¬ 
chase orders. 

The tracks will be 20 metres below 
ground at Chelsea station - as opposed to 
the 50 metres deep which residents claim 
they were told during the last consulta¬ 
tion. This means that houses with base¬ 


ments near the station will be just 10 me¬ 
tres above the tunnel - and stringent plan¬ 
ning rules from TfL mean no work will 
be able to be carried out to repair damage 
to properties for five years. 

Opponents claim only a limited num¬ 
ber of households in a relatively small 
area will be able to claim compensation 
from TfL for loss of land value caused by 
blight in the form of noise, vibration, 
fumes, smell, artificial light or the dis¬ 
charge onto land of a solid or liquid sub¬ 
stance. 

The meeting was also told that loss of 
earnings, business or view will not be 
taken into consideration under TfL’s 
“rigidly applied” rules. 

The wisdom of building a Crossrail2 
station on a “deliberate diversion” of the 
direct Clapham-Victoria route in Chelsea 

- “bending the line” at a cost of £1.2bn - 
was repeatedly questioned by residents. 

“Most of Chelsea is within 800 metres 
of a tube station. If you extend that to 
1,000 metres it’s the whole of Chelsea. So 
why is there a need?” said Mr Lenon. 

He added: “The better question is - 
how many people are within 800 metres 
of a tube station in Battersea? The answer 
of course is none, because there aren’t 
any. 

“So why isn’t Crossrail, on a direct line 
from Clapham to Victoria, incorporating 
a station in Battersea - which would far 
better serve the needs of improving trans¬ 
port in the area.” 

The Mayor, Boris Johnson, has said it 
is his intention to “hammer down” the 
cost of Crossrail2 wherever possible but 
according to the Chelsea Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, the best way to achieve this is 
“not to have the route run through 
Chelsea at all”. 

“There is no urban regeneration poten¬ 
tial for this scheme at this site in Chelsea 

- the area consists solely of residential 
properties and small boutiques,” said Mr 
Lenon. “There is no conurbation of local 
population which would benefit from the 
proposed station.” 

Despite the well-heeled, genteel make¬ 
up of the audience, passions ran high, and 
one Dovehouse Street resident urged the 
crowd to turn to direct action. 

Suggesting the formation of a protest 
committee, he said: “I look around this 
audience and I see polite, middle-aged 
residents of Chelsea. 

“If this had been any other borough in 
the United Kingdom, people would have 
taken to the streets, and that in my opin¬ 
ion is the only way that we’re going to be 
effective. Can you imagine that if King’s 
Road was closed down for an hour? 
That’d soon bring this problem to the 
councillors.” 

Business owner Laura Jamieson paid 
tribute to Chelsea’s “unique history of 
creativity” and warned it is “all at stake 
from Crossrail 2” - which will “will cre¬ 
ate another Oxford Street and wipe 
Chelsea as it is off the map”. 

Another resident, Belinda Hughes, 
spoke of the “need to lobby our friends 
because this is Chelsea and we’re all very 
well connected”. 

The Residents’ Association is now 
working to establish an online presence 
and has urged members to donate to the 
cause - secretary Gillepsie Robertson 
joked that collection buckets at the Town 
Hall were the ideal size for cheques or 
£20 notes - and to begin bombarding the 
Mayor, TfL and the council with letters. 


...and the argument in favour 

KENSINGTON and Chelsea council is campaigning for a Crossrail station to be built 
in North Kensington. The council says case for a new station is strong. 

It says the station is backed by businesses and trade associations, housing 
associations, residents'groups and community organisations. Supporters include 
Kensington and Chelsea Chamber of Commerce, National Grid, Portobello Antiques 
Dealers'Association, Cath Kidston and Sainsbury's. 

There is also cross-party support for the plans, with MPs Karen Buck, Sarah

described the case for the station as'overwhelming'.

UNDER THE WESTWAY 


This is good news for the community 



Angela McConville, Chief 
Executive, Westway Trust, looks 
forward to hearing the views of 
the residents and traders who live 
and work under The Westway. 

I N recent weeks I have been 
asked why Westway Trust’s con¬ 
stitution and Board changed last 
November. People have expressed 
concern that altering the constitu¬ 
tion may have changed the funda¬ 
mental principles and ideals of the 
Trust. 

I want to use my column this week to ex¬ 
plain that the opposite is true. 

Westway Trust is over 44 years old. It was 
set up to compensate the community for the 
impact of the flyover. We had a start-up 
grant of £25,000 and a mile of rubble. It 
would have been hard to imagine just how 
the Trust would develop over the years 
ahead. It’s no surprise then that our consti¬ 
tution has changed a number of times over 
the years to reflect a growing charity and a 
changing community. The changes that 
were agreed in November simply marked an¬ 
other stage in that process. 


Fast forward 44 years and, while the found¬ 
ing principles of the Trust’s role remain 
firmly at its core, the needs of the commu¬ 
nity and our ambitions for the impact we can 
make have moved on significantly. To be 
able to meet these needs, we had to mod¬ 
ernise our constitution in three areas - geo¬ 
graphical reach; charitable focus; and the 
make-up of the Board. 

Back in 1971 when we were first given the 
land, it was for the benefit of all of the resi¬ 
dents of Kensington & Chelsea, not just 
those living near the Westway. In order to 
bring in major Sport England funding, in 
1998 the Trust agreed to extend its area of 
benefit to include the adjoining boroughs. 
And now we are finding that many other 
services, such as the Health Trainers Service 
which successfully reached more than 2,500 
people, straddle the borough boundaries. 
Coupled with the formation of a tri-borough 
of Westminster, Kensington & Chelsea, and 
Hammersmith & Fulham, the Trust found 
itself in a world of funding and collaboration 
that was not simply one borough. To sim¬ 
plify the constitution and to open up many 
opportunities for new funding and collabora¬ 
tion, we proposed that we have an area of 
public benefit, across all of our charitable 
work that served the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 


ington & Chelsea and its neighbours. 

In practice, Westway Trust remains a very 
local organisation. All our grant funding is re¬ 
served for charities that operate in Kensington 
& Chelsea. Our member organisations are all 
demonstrably working here too. We have 17 
charities working alongside us under the West¬ 
way. This is our patch. Our team and projects 
are based here, and we are passionate about 
the people and communities we serve around 
the Westway. 

For public benefit only 

The second change was that we updated the 
charitable purposes that we are allowed to un¬ 
dertake. The biggest change was the addition 
of‘urban regeneration’ as a charitable purpose 
within our constitution. When we were first es¬ 
tablished, regeneration was not a recognised 
charitable activity. Now it is, and we wanted 
our constitution to include that. This change 
provides the community with complete assur¬ 
ance that any regeneration undertaken is for 
public benefit only. These changes were ap¬ 
proved by the Charity Commission. 

The final change relates to the make-up of the 
Board. In 2012 we commissioned leading char¬ 
ity governance experts at BWB to undertake an 
independent review. The review found that our 
board practices were dated and could be more 
effective through a number of reforms. 


Most significantly we reduced the size of 
the Board from 18 to 12 trustees. The com¬ 
munity retains its influence through six ap¬ 
pointments - three nominated by the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea and 
three elected by our Member Organisa¬ 
tions. The other six positions are independ¬ 
ent trustees who are recruited for their 
skills. All of these changes were designed 
to bring a better balance and new expertise 
to the Board. After all, Westway Trust is 
one of the biggest development trusts in 
the country, with thriving sports and prop¬ 
erty enterprises. We must be well gov¬ 
erned and managed if we are to continue to 
develop sustainably, whilst keeping our 
core charitable commitments at the heart 
of our work. 

I would like to close this week’s column by 
giving a plug to a fantastic community 
event which takes place later this month. 

On Friday 26 June, from 4pm to 9pm, the 
National Trust are hosting the Westway 
Beach, at Acklam Village, as part of the In- 
TRANSIT Festival. Please come along and 
get some sand between your toes. I look for¬ 
ward to seeing you there.

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Can Prince 
Harry save 
the rhino?

AS a race, we’ve not done very well looking 
after the black rhino. There are eight species of 
black rhino in the world, or at least there used 
to be. 

The Southern Black Rhino became extinct in 1850, 
hunted to non-existence. The North Eastern Black Rhino 
fared a bit better and did not completely die out until 1920, 
thanks again to hunting. The Chobe Black Rhino will reach 
extinction status at any moment, seeing as there is only 
one left, in Botswana. 

The Uganda Black Rhino is so rarely seen it is “proba¬ 
bly extinct”, as is the Western Black Rhino, of which all 
trace disappeared in 2011. 

There’s 670 of the “critically 
endangered” Eastern Black 
Rhino doing the rounds in Tan¬ 
zania and Kenya, but as the an¬ 
nual killing rate of rhino by 
poachers is 1,200 a year, they’ll 
have had it soon - as will the 
South Central Black Rhino 
[1,600 still alive] and the South 
Western Black Rhino [around 
1,900 still living in Angola and 
Namibia]. 

If we lump in the white rhino, 
there’s around about 28,000 still 
left of this animal that dates 
back 50 million years. 

So that means that given the 
current poaching rate, they 
should all be dead by 2038. Well 
done us. 

It’s a sobering statistic, that 
the grandchildren of Prince 
William and Prince Harry will

never have the chance to see a 
rhino. 

It’s little wonder then that 
Britain’s most popular young 
royals are planning to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

Not long ago, William, Harry 
and Catherine used their clout 
and commitment to bring to¬ 
gether an unprecedented collab¬ 
oration between seven of the 
world’s leading conservation or¬ 
ganisations and their own influ¬ 
ential triarchy, The Royal 
Foundation of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge & Prince 
Harry. 

The partnership, United For 
Wildlife, will fight for their 
long-term aim to try safeguard 
what is left of the world’s natu¬ 


ral resources and animals for fu¬ 
ture generations, including their 
own. 

Prince William is President of 
the collaboration and, like his 
father and grandfather, admits to 
being incensed at the senseless 
drive of animals to extinction. 
During a recent interview with 
CNN his passion became evi¬ 
dent when he was shown a 
video of a rhino killed by poach¬ 
ers. Those present said his eyes 
filled with angry tears as he 
watched. 

“You’d think something that 
big and that’s been around so 
long, would have worked out a 
way to avoid being caught and 
persecuted, but they really 
don’t,” he said. 

“I do feel anger, but I also feel 
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Prince sets off on crucial conservation mission

really great hope that we will 
overcome this as a human race. I 
wouldn’t be here right now if I 
didn’t think there was a chance it 
could be successful. Poaching is 
now probably the worst I’ve ever 
known it, but I am not the kind of 
guy to give up. 

“It’s horrifying. It’s hard to put 
into words, the depth of sadness 
that I would feel if they became 
extinct. The way they are doing 
things is getting more and more 
sophisticated. As soon as you 
find a way of dealing with it, 
they find another.” 

Now William is sending his 
right-hand man - Harry - into 
the thick of it to try to sort it all 
out. This summer Prince Harry 
will spend three months in 
Namibia learning how to save 
what remains of the black rhino. 

There are some of us who 
think that a good way of doing 
that would be to send Captain 
Wales down there in his helicop¬ 
ter gunship to strafe the poach¬ 
ers, but as there is probably some 
finicky human rights issue asso¬ 
ciated with that, education and 
economics will have to be the 
next best approach. 

The economics is problematic; 
although the World Bank calcu¬ 


lates that the average annual 
wage in Namibia is all of £4,000, 
21 per cent of the country earn 
about £300 a year. Given that the 
going rate on the black market 
for a three-kilo rhino hom is up 
to £200,000, it’s not difficult to 
see why poaching is a tempting 
option for the very hungry. How 
are you going to earn anything 
like that by growing soya beans? 

Of course, if there was mas¬ 
sive international investment in 
Africa to the extent that nobody

was dying for a meal, then the 
rhino’s chances of survival might 
be improved. But there isn’t; the 
major investor in Africa right 
now is China - and China is the 
rhino’s biggest problem. 

Or rather, China’s remedial 
but stubborn belief in the effec¬ 
tiveness of witch doctor medi¬ 
cine is. 

Although the world’s next 
super-power has officially 
banned the trade, it is still the 
world’s biggest importer of black 
rhino hom - as the peasant think¬ 


ing there and in Vietnam has it 
that the keratin in the hom that is 
so bloodily stolen is good for 
headaches. According to Tradi¬ 
tional Chinese Medicine, shav¬ 
ings of rhino hom when boiled in 
water and swallowed lower high 
temperatures and stops 
headaches. As does, of course, a 
packet of aspirin. 

You can see the enormity of 
Prince Harry’s challenge. As his 
brother puts it, “education is such 
a huge, important issue, to edu¬ 
cate everyone involved in the il¬ 
legal markets about the damage 
that can be done and the implica¬ 
tions of what they are doing.” 

But the general feeling is that 
Harry is the ideal man for the 
job. Royal watchers often say he 
has the courage of a lion and in 
recent years he developed a 
suave diplomacy and maturity, 
attributes recognised last week 
by The Queen when she knighted 
him for services to the monarchy. 

He will need all of those tal¬ 
ents if he is to persuade the 
African, Chinese and Vietnamese 
authorities to act against the ille¬ 
gal wildlife trade which Prince 
William describes as “one of the 
most insidious forms of corrup¬ 
tion and criminality in the world 
today”. 

“Cleverness and quite proba- 
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bly science is what is needed 
now,” said one conservationist. 
“We’ve tried sedating rhinos, 
drilling their horn and filling it 
with a pink dye and a pesticide 
which is safe for rhinos but toxic 
to humans, but that is problem¬ 
atic because, apart from the fact 
that the traffickers couldn’t care 
less whether it poisons someone 
in Shanghai, there’s also the 
issue that by debasing the hom it 
could drive up demand for non- 
poisoned hom.” 

Another possibility is if Chi¬ 
nese scientists could be per¬ 
suaded to grow in laboratories 
the rhino horn keratin, the same 
protein that makes hair and fin¬ 
gernails, and commercially mar¬ 
ket that as an easier alternative to 
trying to change beliefs in the 
benefits of rhinos which have ex¬ 
isted in China since 1200BC. 

There is a third possibility; 
Prince Harry’s conservationist 
tour will be ended by October, 
the time when Chinese President 
Xi Jinping will be making a state 
visit to Britain, staying at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. 

Perhaps, at the exchange of 
gifts which is customary at such 
occasions, Harry could drop the 
hint about the need for moderni¬ 
sation by presenting His Excel¬ 
lency with a packet of Anadin.

To the delight of the crowd and 
the millions watching on TV 
around the world, the head of 
state of the UK and 15 other 
Commonwealth realms looked a 
picture of pride as the capital 
wished her happy birthday. 

In the arms of his father, two- 
year-old Prince George - making 
his first appearance on the bal¬ 
cony at the same age as Prince 
William did - was clearly amazed 
by the wonder of it all as he 
waved to the crowds and eagerly 
pointed to the skies as the Red 
Arrows soared over the palace in

a salute of red, white and blue 
smoke for The Queen’s 89th 
birthday. 

On her actual birthday, in 
April, Her Majesty celebrated 
quietly in private at Windsor Cas¬ 
tle. But for this, the nation’s offi¬ 
cial occasion to congratulate the 
jewel of its Crown, the event was 
showered in spectacle. 

More than 1,400 officers and 
men of the Household Division, 
including 200 horse riders and 
400 bandsmen, gave the defini¬ 
tive lesson in immaculate military 
precision on Horse Guards Pa¬ 
rade as The Queen with The 
Duke of Edinburgh - also cele¬ 
brating a birthday, his 94th - 
watched with admiration as the 
Guardsmen performed the Troop¬ 
ing The Colour. 

This year the central honour 
was that of the 1st Battalion of 
the Welsh Guards, marking the 
100th year of their regiment, es¬ 
corting a Colour that bore battle 
honours from The Somme, Ypres 
and Passchendaele to the Falk- 
lands War and Afghanistan. 

For the master organiser of the 
whole ceremony, Garrison Ser¬ 
geant Major Billy Mott, it was an 
especially poignant occasion, his 
last Birthday Parade before his 
retirement from the Welsh 
Guards this summer. Garrison Sgt 
Major Mott, a veteran of the 
Falklands, has organised every 
Birthday Parade since 2003. 


As he gave his final salute as 
he passed The Queen on the 
Guards’ last march past outside 
Buckingham Palace she gave him 
a broad and special smile. Thirty 
three years ago to the week, Billy 
Mott was with the Welsh Guards 
aboard the Sir Galahad in the 
Falklands when it was bombed in 
San Carlos Water by three Sky- 
hawks from the Argentine Air 
Force, causing the loss of 48 sol¬ 
diers and crew. Speaking before 
the Birthday Parade on Saturday, 
he recalled the tragedy and the 
impact it had on him. 

“Afterwards I thought, ‘this is 
a good life; this is something to 
be cherished and nurtured’,” he 
said - and in doing so he spoke 
the words of the day; of the pride 
for the Colour, for the birthday 
tradition and for The Queen. 

Later this summer Her Majesty 
- the world’s oldest reigning 
monarch and the UK’s longest- 
lived head of state - will achieve 
another historic milestone when, 
on September 9th, she becomes 
the longest-reigning British 
monarch since time began. 

It is hoped that the Govern¬ 
ment is currently planning some 
other suitably-glorious cere¬ 
monies to mark this unparalleled 
anniversary and to celebrate the 
remarkable achievements of a 
woman the like of whom we shall 
never know again. 

The crowd and their cheers for 
her smile from the balcony that 
day will be enormous.

Future 
tense: are 
robots out 
to get us? 


B roadcasting has long 

had a difficult time with 
predicting the future and 
has often got into a lot of trouble 
for its doomsday forecasts. 

As far back as 1938 Orson Welles 
caused mass panic across America with 
his “too-real” adaptation of The War Of 
The Worlds, which convinced many lis¬ 
teners that the Martians had landed. 

In the 1960s, the British Government 
stepped in and forced the BBC to ban 
The War Game, Peter Watkins’ brilliant 
but harrowing depiction of life after a 
nuclear strike, which the authorities 
considered far too upsetting for the 
public to discover its reality. 

In the 1980s, Government fears of 
the impact on viewers was raised again 
as ITV screened The Day After, another 
alarming dramatisation of what would 
happen if the bomb is dropped. 

And now Channel 4 is set to raise 
new fears with an eight-part drama 
from the makers of Broadchurch on the 
latest cause for concern - artificial in¬ 
telligence and the march of the robots. 

The scientific community is deeply 
split on the doomsday potential of ro¬ 
bots. In Japan, where 40 per cent of the 
world’s robots are already operating in 
industry and, to an increasing extent, 
the home, they hope to have full-scale 
commercialisation of robots within ten 
years. 

But a mighty mind has already 
warned of caution. Professor Stephen 
Hawkin has sounded the alarm on how 
unchecked development of smarter and 
smarter robots could lead to the reali¬ 
sation of the fear first stirred by Mary 
Shelley in Frankenstein - can we be as¬ 
sured that we can always control the 
“monster” we create? 

“The development of artificial intel¬ 
ligence could spell the end of the 
human race,” Professor Hawkin 
warned last year. “Artificial intelli¬ 
gence would be the biggest event in 
human history, but unfortunately it 
might be the last.” 

When a genius speaks, it is wise to 
listen, especially when this genius has 
rung the bell on this thorny subject on 
more than a few occasions. 

“Today there’s no legislation regard¬ 
ing how much intelligence a machine 
can have, how interconnected it can 
be,” said Professor Hawkin. “If that 
continues, look at the exponential 
trend. We will reach the singularity in 
the timeframe most experts predict. 
From that point on you’re going to see 
that the top species will no longer be 
humans, but machines.” 

In another warning, he said: “There 
is no physical law precluding particles 
from being organised in ways that per¬ 
form even more advanced computa¬ 
tions than the arrangement of particles 
in the human brain.” 

This extension of Mary Shelley’sini- 
tial fear is the subject of Humans, the 
gripping new drama which starts on 
Channel 4 on Sunday and is the more 
disturbing because it is not set in some 
too-futuristic world, its time could be 
tomorrow. 

The core story is simple - Joe and 
Laura Hawkins [Tom Goodman-Hill 
and Katharine Parkinson] have a 
strained marriage because they have so 
much to do in their over-busy family 
life. So Joe decides to make it easier on 
his wife by investing in the latest 
gadget, a “Synth” - a highly-developed 
robotic servant which is almost identi¬ 


cal to a human and which can be pro¬ 
grammed to do the chores. 

Key to the plot are two very human 
- or at least very typically man-like - 
decisions. One, Joe doesn’t first ask 
Laura if she wants a Synth to transform 
their chaotic homelife into a world of 
tidy, organised and efficient calm, and 
two, the Synth he chooses, surprise, 
surprise, just happens to be drop-dead 
gorgeous. 

Thirdly, and again no doubt typi¬ 
cally, Joe does not have the female in¬ 
tuition to pick up on what his wife is 
sensing, that every now and again the 
Synth does something that is almost 
human. 

We can all imagine into which guest 
bedroom this Guess What’s Coming To 
Dinner? scenario might lead, and the 
sinister possibilities of all that and more 
besides is one of the aspects that at¬ 
tracted Oscar-winner William Hurt to 
the leading role as George Millican, a 
retired scientist who lives with another 
domesticated robot and with whom he 
has developed a co-dependant role. 


“This is one of the most exciting 
things I’ve done in my life. I’ve been 
interested in computers since I was 17. 
I’m passionate about them, about the 
future,” says Hurt, the 65-year-old star

of Body Heat, Broadcast News and 
Kiss Of The Spider Woman. 

“This thing called artificial intelli¬ 
gence - for the potential for the singu¬ 
larity arriving at us, in the 
technological format - is equal, in 
terms of importance, to things like 
global warming. 

“We are looking at a convergence of 


elements which, in macro and micro¬ 
cosm, make essential questions about 
our future imminent. We’re on the 
verge.” 

Like Professor Hawkin, Hurt has 
concerns - we’re on the verge of what? 
Good things or very bad things indeed? 

“It will overtake us,” he predicts, “it 
will be our child. It will either be our 
child that surpasses us or it will be our 
child that gets mad at us and does away 
with us. It’s like Zeus and Athena. 
Zeus created Athena, and it backfired. 
He made the most beautiful, artistic 
warrior you could make, and she didn’t 
like him. 

“Interestingly, the story goes that 
Zeus created her from his forehead. I 
perceive the computer as a develop¬ 
ment of evolution. And the computer is 
a rather immature but absolutely defin¬ 
itive exoskeleton, a form of the brain 
that’s now wrapping itself around us 
and within us, in ways that are so inti¬ 
mate, so intrinsic. 

“I really don’t think it’s going to be 
any time at all before your phone’s 
going to be subcutaneously installed 
under a flap of skin. 

“This is the latest in a long line of 
cautionary tales about humans creating 
these machines that rise up. It goes 
way, way, way back. Mary Shelley was 
a genius. Pure genius. The Golem - 
pure genius. There have been so many 
previews of this, so many seers who 
have helped prophesy this.” 

Prophesize what? Well there’s part 
of the problem, we don’t exactly know 
precisely what is going on in the ad¬ 
vanced laboratories of the world. For 
instance, although it did not make 
many headlines in the UK, in the USA 
last year there was considerable alarm 
over the news that a robot - or rather, a 
warbot - is being developed, as part of 
a US military project, that can fuel it¬ 
self to operate indefinitely by ingesting 
biomass. 


Biomass? Hang about, isn’t biomass 
biological material derived from living, 
or recently living, organisms - i.e. in¬ 
cluding people? 

Exactly, and the immediate fears 
which that caused prompted the makers 
of the Energetically Autonomous Tac¬ 
tical Robot - which the quick among 
you will have worked out has the un¬ 
fortunate short-form of EATR - to 
issue a press release, meant to reassure 
us, that “the EATR is programmed to 
consume certain types of vegetation, 
and only those types of vegetation.” 

The quick among you will also have 
spotted that the operative words in that 
sentence aren’t those designed to calm 
us that the EATR is a vegetarian, but “is 
programmed to”, disturbingly throwing 
up the question of whether it could be 
programmed to eat something else en¬ 
tirely? 

In Humans, it’s not so much a war¬ 
bot which causes concern but a beaut- 
bot, the family-disturbing household 
Synth called Anita and played by Sher¬ 
lock actress and former model Gemma 
Chan. 

“Anita is an enigma and a challenge: 
there are many layers to her which you 
get to see more of as the series goes on. 
The challenge was to be able to plot the 
arc she’s going to go on, revealing little 
by little about what she is and why,” 
said Gemma mysteriously. Each mem¬ 
ber of the family starts off with a cer¬ 
tain perception of Anita, which changes 
for each of them in a different way and 
for different reasons. Certain relation¬ 
ships develop in an unexpected way. 

“When you first meet Anita you 
aren’t sure whether she is a threat to the 
family or what her deal is and what’s 
going on. But things aren’t as they 
seem and they might not be what you 
first suspect either.” 

Cripes, let’s hope she’s a veggie. 

Humans, Channel4, Sunday 9pm 
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Feeling the heat in Wareing's 'engine room'

ARCUS Wareing's latest 
restaurant is slap bang in 
the middle of London's 
Theatreland, but his kitchen is a 
drama-free zone. 

A former protege of the famously 
fiery Gordon Ramsay, the top chef has 
exacting standards and hasn't been 
afraid to speak his mind in the past - in 
fact, he once left a MasterChef semi¬ 
finalist in tears, during a 2013 guest 
stint on the show. 

But the spotless kitchen of Tred- 
well's, the West End restaurant Warn¬ 
ing opened last September, is an oasis 
of calm: all sparkling silver worktops, 
carefully filed away ingredients, and 
chefs quietly preparing for the busy 
evening ahead. 

Which all comes as a huge relief, be¬ 
cause I'm about to cook for the Miche- 
lin-starred man himself. 

Before I get my apron on, Wareing 
admits he has mellowed in recent years 
- something the father-of-three puts 
down to professional happiness, mas¬ 
tering the work-life balance, and re¬ 


placing Michel Roux Jr. as a perma¬ 
nent fixture on the MasterChef judging 
panel last year. 

"The MasterChef directors direct 
you, all the film crew, all the sound 
men and all the contestants in a very 
different way to how chefs direct a 
kitchen," he notes. 

"They do it in such a calm manner. 
I've used and absorbed some of their 
expertise and calm direction to be able 
to create my own way of approaching 
my team." 

As for his earlier appearances on the 
contest, the the Southport-born chef 
smiles and confesses: "You're asked to 
come onto a show, you're dragged out 
of the kitchen and put in a taxi, you're 
still in service mode, you go into the 
studio and get a load of mediocre food 
put in front of you, you tell them what 
you think of it and you get in the car 
and go again. It happens so fast..." 

He promises we'll have fun in the 
kitchen - or "engine room" - where 
we'll be preparing one of the dishes 
he's cooking up at the upcoming Taste 
of London festival (June 17-21), along¬ 
side other foodie stars, including Ray¬ 


mond Blanc and Thomasina Miers. 

Wareing and Chantelle Nicholson, 
group operations director of his eater¬ 
ies (he has two other restaurants in the 
capital), patiently guide me through the 
prepping and cooking of the harissa- 
glazed aubergine starter, a popular 
choice at Tredwell's. 

Thankfully, it's a really simple dish to 
make - slicing an aubergine, browning 
it on a hot plate, bunging it in the oven 
and then brushing on a glossy harissa 
and agave syrup mix. 

When it comes to plating up, how¬ 
ever, I'm on my own, with no idea how 
the dish is usually presented. 

"Just imagine you're hosting a dinner 
party and all your friends are there, 
waiting," Wareing says with a grin. Is 
that a wicked glint I detect in those 
piercing blue eyes? 

As the heat in the kitchen builds up, I 
layer the aubergine slices before cack- 
handedly attempting to pipe some co¬ 
conut yoghurt and sprinkling an overly 
generous helping of red chilli on top. 

Alas, my yoghurt has melted in no 
time (I laboured too long on that pip¬ 
ing) and the aubergines look more 




slumped than stacked, but Wareing 
gamely tucks in as I look on, red¬ 
faced. 

There's "too much heat", he says, 
because I've been too liberal with 
the harissa and red chilli, but over¬ 
all, he seems happy enough with 
the taste. As for my sloppy presen¬ 
tation, he assures me that's some¬ 
thing I can brush up on. 

I don't think I'll be landing a job 
here any time soon ("I don't think 


you'd want one, it's quite hot in 
there!" Nicholson says diplomati¬ 
cally), and there's no way my dish 
would have made the grade to be 
served to a customer. 

But I'm delighted all the same 
when Wareing, no doubt keen to 
get me out the door before the Fri¬ 
day night rush begins, jokingly 
tells me: "You're through to the 
next round!" 


MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 


Flower fritters 

Serves 4 

D EPENDING what part of the country you live in, your wild 
garlic may have well flowered already - or, with any luck, 
be just coming into bloom. 

If you've missed the boat, you can use elderflowers. Simply dust 
them with icing sugar before serving. Feel free to add in other 
flowers such as chives, rosemary or thyme. 

Serve the fritters as a snack with drinks or as a garnish on another 
dish. 



12 or so wild garlic flowers 
80g gluten-free self-raising flour 

Enough sparkling mineral water or cider to make a batter 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper (or a couple of teaspoons 
of caster sugar if using elderflower) 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160-180C in a large, thick-bot¬ 
tomed saucepan or an electric deep-fat fryer. 


Put the flour into a mixing bowl, add salt and pepper if using the 
garlic or sugar if using elderflower. Then whisk in enough mineral 
water, or cider, to make a batter. Dip the flowers into the batter 
and fry them a few at a time, turning them in the oil with a slotted 
spoon until lightly coloured and crisp. Then drain on some kitchen 
paper.

HIGH Society, playing to 
packed houses since its 
April launch, is the last show 
of Kevin Spacey’s 11-year 
tenure as artistic director at 
the Old Vic.

Swellegant! 

All those great numbers from the 
1956 film, staring Frank Sinatra, 
Bing Crosby and Grace Kelly, were 
there - Who Wants To Be a Million¬ 
aire, Little One, Samantha, True 
Love and Well Did You Evah? plus 
a few Cole Porter extras. 

They certainly make the show 
London’s the most “swellegant, el¬ 
egant” stage experience this sum¬ 
mer. 

The hugely experienced cast is led 
by Kate Fleetwood in the role of 
bride-to-be socialite Tracy Lord, the 
Grace Kelly part, making her debut 
at the Old Vic, and with a string of 
credits from the West End and tele¬ 
vision to her name). 

Another Old Vic debutee, Rupert 
Young, takes the leading man role, 
the sophisticated C.K. Dexter 
Haven. 

Much energy was brought to the 
production by Ellie Bamber as the 
younger Lord sister, Dinah, again 
making her debut at the Old Vic 
with her career credits to date in¬ 
cluding film roles in Pride and Prej¬ 
udice, Zombies and The Falling. 

Jeff Rawle plays the part of per¬ 
manently sozzled Uncle Willie. He 
is one of theatre’s most endearing 
and versatile characters, in stark 
contrast to one of his most popular 
roles as the stressed out TV station 
manager in Drop The Dead Donkey. 

The London theatre scene will 
miss Kevin Spacey and he admits 
that his leaving the Old Vic is a “bit¬ 
tersweet” moment and he is sad to 

go. 

High Society is a wonderful send- 
off for him.

New recruits called up 
to War Horse frontline 


WEST End heavyweight War 
Horse is still thrilling audiences 
after nearly eight years at The 
New London Theatre. 

The play, based on the book of 
the same name by Michael Mor- 
purgo, follows the fortunes of 
Joey, a Devon stallion, as he goes 
off to the Great War. 

With some of the most innova¬ 
tive puppet technology ever to 
have ever been used, War Horse 
is still one of the most popular 
shows in London and will per¬ 
form an extract as part of West 
End Live in Trafalgar Square on 
the 20th and 21st of June. 

The show has recently wel¬ 
comed some new recruits and 
one of them, Patrick Fleming, 
told me what it’s like to join such 
a hugely successful show. 

“I saw the play a long time ago 
when it first came out. It was one 
of the first big shows that I’d ever 
really seen. I just remember 
being blown off my feet by it. 
Like most people at the time I’d 
never imagined seeing a show 
with puppets being so entrancing 
and emotional. I had never 
thought of puppets in that way. 
When I got the audition for this I 
couldn’t really believe it. The 
chance to be in it was incredible.

I play the role of Rudi who is a 
German sergeant. He comes on 
near to the end of the play and 
helps Fredric.” 

Patrick told me about the re¬ 
search he had undertaken into his 
character. 

“They give you a lot of help. 
In terms of performing as a Ger¬ 
man we have a dialect coach and 
they talk to us a lot about it. They 
have military experts who come 
in and talk to us about it from 
both the German and British 
army perspectives. Personally, I 
read two great books. One was 
called Meeting the Enemy , which 
featured stories about British and 
German soldiers, incidences 
when they worked together or

met each other. The second book 
I read was called Storm of Steel, 
by Ernst Junger. He was in the 
German army during the First 
World War and it’s a novel writ¬ 
ten from his perspective. That 
was really helpful to me and very 
insightful.” 

Patrick adds: “It felt weird at 
first thinking about the war and 
really trying to embody it from 
the German side. It sounds funny 
but in the novel when he shoots 
some British soldiers it’s seen as 
a good thing and it took me a 
while to see it from that side. It 
helped to make me see that War 
Horse is a human story rather 
than a story of two sides. I think 
that’s why the horses are a really 
good vehicle for telling the story 
because the horses don’t see the 
people as German or English. It’s 
divided into whether they’re nice 
to the horses or not. That’s why it 
works so well.” 

Patrick speaks with such en¬ 
thusiasm and I ask him, from a 
fan’s point of view, which are his 
favourite character and favourite 
part of the production. 

He replies: “My favourite 
character is probably Albert be¬ 
cause he’s just so sweet and inno¬ 
cent. I grew up on a farm in 
Gloucestershire so I really relate 
to the Devon stuff in the show. I 
love animals and I know what it’s 
like to be out and about in the 
countryside. I miss it a lot being 
in London. My favourite part of 
the show is definitely the trans¬ 
formation, the bit where baby 
Joey transforms into full-grown 
Joey. It’s just amazing. I watch it 
at least three times a week from 
the back of the audience because 
it never fails to take my breath 
away. It’s beautiful. 

It’s a story for everyone. It’s a 
story that has affected every¬ 
body’s family and it’s just really 
important to remember that.”

S TAR of BBCl’s 
Sherlock , Louise 

Brealey, will take to 
the Richmond theatre 
stage this month alongside 
Joe Armstrong in the 
award-winning play Con¬ 
stellations. 

Brealey played Molly Hooper 
opposite Emmy award winners 
Benedict Cumberbatch and Mar¬ 
tin Freeman in the TV show 
based on the characters created 
by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. Con¬ 
stellations, which is directed by 
Michael Longhurst, won critical 
acclaim from both its runs at 
London’s Royal Court starring 
Rafe Spall and Sally Hawkins as 
well as on Broadway.

Louise took a break before the 
Manchester show to talk to me 
about the play.

eight different points in their re¬ 
lationship. It iterates differently 
so there are five or six versions 
of the same event if you like.” 

I asked Louise if she had seen 
either of the previous produc¬ 
tions. 

“I knew about the play but I 
didn’t see any of them, which 
I’m really pleased about, actu¬ 
ally. I think it might just feel like 
somehow you’re trying to ape it 
but it’s never felt anything other 
than mine and Joe’s play.” 

Louise told me what it was 
like to see Ruth Wilson, who 
played the role on Broadway, at 
last week’s Tony awards. 

“I was really, really rooting for 
her but at the same time was 
thinking, hang on, that’s my part. 
The joyful thing about playing 
Marianne, who in all universes is 
a theoretical physicist, is that you 
get to visit her in all different in¬ 
carnations. You get to really ex¬ 
plore different facets of the 
character. 

“Most of us are capable of 
most things and the great joy 
about playing this part is that you 
get to play an absolute fool in 
one scene and a delight in the 
next. You can also explore things 
like body language and vocally 
where you’re producing your 
voice. 


“It’s not just fascinating intel¬ 
lectually, it’s got a massive heart 
and it’s not about physics it’s 
about love. It’s also really 
funny.” 

The science behind the plays 
sounds really quite intricate and 
formidable. I asked Louise if this 
was something she was inter¬ 
ested by. 

“I am fascinated by it. I do 
think it’s the sort of thing that 
you can be put off by, particu¬ 
larly the jargon of it. When you 
have someone explain it to you 
in layman’s terms, preferably 
someone wearing Lycra or a car¬ 
toon animal, it will absolutely 
blow your mind. It’s crackers!” 

Joe Armstrong is best known 
for playing Alan A Dale in the 
most recent TV adaptation of 
Robin Hood. 

“It’s our first play together and 
luckily we think each other’s 
brilliant. Doing a two hander is a 
massive gamble and if the chem¬ 
istry’s not right it can be really 
hard. You’ve got to have that 
love on stage but off stage 
you’ve got be able to work in the 
same sort of way. 

“We’re always looking at 
ways to make it more truthful. 
It’s as if it’s so oblique in some 
ways and precise in others. It’s a 
joy to keep working on it.”

■ THREE consecutive NatWest T20 Blast 
defeats have left Middlesex currently 
sharing bottom spot with local rivals Surrey 
in the competition's southern section. 

On Sunday it was Gloucestershire who left Richmond 
with a 43-run victory, having been put in to bat and 
posting a daunting 214 for the loss of just four wickets - 
a T20 record for any county at the Old Deer Park 
ground. 

In reply, Paul Stirling showed his positive intent for 
Middlesex but after smashing two of his first three balls 
for six, he was gone for 13. 

A middle order collapse saw the loss of five wickets 
for 26 runs, with unbeaten top scorer John Simpson (74) 
the last man standing as the home side stmggled to 171 
all out. 

Middlesex have now failed in all eight attempts to beat 
Gloucestershire in T20 cricket. 

They have apparently lost their way in the longer form 
of the game, too. The good work at the start of the 
season, which saw them win three of their first four 
matches and draw the other to go top of the LV County 
Championship table, has unravelled somewhat in recent 
weeks. After two successive draws, Middlesex suffered 
their first defeat of the summer when losing by four 
wickets against reigning champions Yorkshire at Leeds. 

Middlesex were always on the back foot after 
mustering just 212 all out in 68.5 overs, having won the 
toss and elected to bat. Only Nick Compton, with 70 off 
153 balls, took the game to the hosts, although 
Yorkshire were themselves restricted to only 229 all out. 
And they had Jonny Bairstow, firing on all cylinders for 
125 not out, to thank for more than half of their first 
innings tally. 

At the second time of asking, the visitors could only 
match Yorksh ir e’s total, with James Franklin’s 55 not 
out making him the pick of the Middlesex batsmen. 

Although Bairstow - caught Ollie Rayner, bowled 
Tobias Roland-Jones - was dismissed for nought in the 
second innings, Yorkshire, inspired by 67 from 
England’s new Test debutant Adam Lyth, still had little 
difficulty in easing to their required total of 213 for the 
loss of six wickets to clinch victory with a day to spare. 

To compound Middlesex’s disappointment, Dawid 
Malan sustained a groin strain while fielding on day two 
at Headingley. A scan has confirmed that he has a grade 
two adductor strain and is likely to be out of action for 
approximately four weeks. 

After dropping to third spot in the first division table, 
behind leaders Durham and Yorkshire, Middlesex hope 
to bounce back when they commence their next four- 
day game against Worcestershire at Uxbridge from this 
Sunday. 

Before then they are in T20 action at Lord’s tonight 
(Thursday, 6.15pm) against southern group joint-leaders 
Hampshire. 

■ SURREY remained unbeaten in LY 
Championship Division Two after a 
comfortable 178-run victory against long¬ 
term strugglers Leicestershire, who have 
won only one four-day game since 
September 2012 and lost this one with a day 
to play. 

And as they showed at Grace Road, there is much 
more depth to Surrey’s 2015 team than marquee signing 
Kumar Sangakkara. The big-hitting Sri Lankan was 
removed for scores of 21 and 20 respectively while 
others grabbed their chance to shine with bat and ball. 

None more so than South African-born seamer Tom 
Curran. He reached his maiden first-class 50 with a big

Curran’s five wicket haul is the second of his career, 
while his match figures of 9-92 are his best in first-class 
cricket. 

Coming in with the score on 139-7, Curran hit 60 as 
he and Dominic Sibley (74) helped Surrey post 261 all 
out in their first innings. 

The two bowling stars who limited Leicestershire to 
just 190 all out in a mere 47.5 overs were James Burke, 
who took four wickets in just 19 balls from six overs, 
and Curran, who backed up his earlier record knock 
with 4-39 in 17.5 overs. This, after Leicestershire had 
put on 100 for the first wicket.

SURREY SCARE AS TWO GO TO HOSPITAL 


SURREY players Rory 
Burns and Moises 
Henriques were taken 
to hospital after 
colliding in the field 
during Sunday’s 
NatWest T20 Blast 
game against Sussex. 

Both players needed 
on-pitch treatment at 
Arundel after trying to 
take a catch. 

It needed three 
ambulances to tend to 
them and both were given 
oxygen and put on 
intravenous drips. 

After a delay of about 
40 minutes, there was 
huge relief when the 
players confirmed they 
were conscious - 
Henriques raised his left 


arm to wave to the 
crowd, while Burns gave 
a thumbs-up signal as 
they were put on 
stretchers and taken by 
ambulance to nearby St. 
Richard’s Hospital in 
Chichester. 

Australian all-rounder 
Henriques, 28, had 
broken his jaw in three 
places and needed dental 
surgery, while Bums, 24, 
required stitches to head 
and facial injuries. Both 
are expected to make full 
recoveries. 

Henriques had been 
backpedalling from 
backward point with 
Burns mnning in from 
the boundary at high 
speed during the 19th 


over. Both players were 
looking into the sky at 
the ball and didn’t see the 
other one coming. 

Once they collided, 
Burns lay motionless. 
Surrey skipper Gareth 
Batty was the first to 
reach his stricken team¬ 
mates before he was 
rapidly joined by anxious 
medical staff. 

Sussex physiotherapist 
Jon Marrale, one of the 
first people on the scene, 
said: “Both were 
unconscious. Henriques 
was caught by Burns’ 
knee and Burns had 
lacerations on the top of 
his head and below his 
eye.” 

Umpire Alex Wharf and 


his colleague Jeremy 
Lloyds decided to 
abandon the match after 
consulting players from 
both teams, including 
Kevin Pietersen - on his 
last outing for Surrey 
before going to play in 
the Caribbean Premier 
League. 

Wharf said: “It was a 
horrific situation for 
everyone involved - the 
players and the spectators 
who were close to the 
incident. We consulted 
with the ECB and the 
captains and there was 
never any chance of the 
game continuing.”
